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LETTER UPON IRRIGATION. 


Anaiiki.m, Nov. !>, 1373. 
Hon. J o h n G. D o w n e y , Hi it:—At 
tlio dost* of tlie meeting of the Special 
Committee, appointed at the recent 
Irrigation Convention, held in Los 
Angeles, it was resolved, that all per­ 
sons win» had given thought to the 
solution of the irrigation question, 
should write out their views and for­ 
ward them to you, as chairman of the 
committee, so that said committee 
c mid by a comparison of views ascer­ 
tain what the public sentiment of the 
poeple of this county was on this im­ 
portant subject. 
And this having 
been done, that- u bill embodying 
those views could be carefully prepar­ 
ed by the best legal talent, to bo pre­ 
sented for passage by our legislative 
delegation, during the coining legis­ 
lature. To prevent delay it is impor­ 
tant that the question should be fully 
discussed and understood, before the 
commencement of the session, and 
in order that the parties interested 
should know what is to be done. 
It is 
better that all communications on this 
subject should he printed in the news­ 
papers of this county, the managers of 
which will doubtless be glad to give 
reasonable space in their columns for 
the 
discussion of so 
important a 
measure. 
I otter th e follow ing as m y opinion 
w h a t th e m ain features of the law 
should be, in order to enables us to 
effect th e object w hich we h av e in 
view : 
1. Eaeli Irrigation District should be 
separate and distinct from all others. 
The boundaries to include all lands 
that can be irrigated from said source 
of public water supply, without any 
reference to county and townsnip lines. 
To ascertain said boundaries, a care­ 
ful survey should be made at the ex­ 
pense of said district, to ascertain the 
quantity of water that can be made 
available for the purposcsof irrigation, 
from each public source of water sup­ 
ply. Then u line should be run to as­ 
certain the highest level upon which 
it is practicable to construct a ditch for 
conveying said water upon the lands 
to be irrigated, in order to utilize said 
water as a manufacturing power, be­ 
fore using it upon the low lying lands 
for the purpose of irrigation. 
2. The district boundaries to be the 
outer line of said tract of land that can 
be irrigated by said water supply. 
The money' used for the construction of 
said ditch, and to pay the expenses, 
suchas paying for the right of way, 
lands required for reservoirs, ditchsand 
other expenses incidental to the con­ 
struction, maintenance, and effective 
utilization of said ditch, to be provid­ 
ed for ny levying a pro rata tax upon 
each acre of land, that cun tie irriga­ 
ted by said ditch, and upon all other 
real and personal property in said dis­ 
trict, that will be enhanced in value 
by the construction of said ditch. 
3. Five W ater C om m issioners shall 
be elected in each d istrict who shall be 
authorized to levy tax es to pay for the 
construction of said ditch, and its 
m ain branches,—dam s, reservoirs, al- 
roady|eonstructed ditches, p ay m en t of 
em ployees, and o th er expenses proper­ 
ly belonging and incident to th e con­ 
struction an d m ain tain an ce of said 
ditch. 
And, said com m issioners shall have 
full power to appoint, pay o r discharge 
from service, all em ployees who m ay 
be 
required 
for 
the 
construction, 
m aintenan ce, and u tilization of said 
ditch. 
And, said com m issioners shall have 
a u th o rity to condem n and t ake posses­ 
sion of all lands an d o th er property re­ 
quired for th e co n struction of said 
ditclis, etc. 
Provided, That no man’s property 
shall betaken without paying an equi­ 
table price therefor, said value to be 
provided by law, for fixing the value 
of lands taken for county roads, rail­ 
roads, etc. 
4. No person shall be permitted to 
vote at an election of W ater Commis­ 
sioners, except such persons whose 
property pay taxes for the construc­ 
tion of said ditch, but, each taxpayer 
shall have one vote for each 160 acres, 
or fraction of 160 acres, or other prop­ 
erty of sim ilar assessable value upon 
which he or she pays taxes for or on 
account of said ditch, suid vote tobe 
voted by them or their legal represen­ 
tatives, it being understood that it is 
the property and not the person that 
is represented bv the vote. 
5. Said W ater Commissioners shall 
be authorized to direct the distribution 
of the water, and tix the rates at 
which it shall be sold, charging a 
sufficient amount to enable tuem to 
pay the current expenses of the ditch 
and ordinary repairs, but in ease ex­ 
traordinary repairs are required, a 
pro-rata tax shall be levied as hereto- 
mre, to pay for the same. 
Provided 
that before any tax js levied, local no­ 
tice shall tie given to all who are au­ 
thorized to vote, and if a majority of 
the votes cast, shall be in favor of said 
tax, it shall be levied, but if a major­ 
ity shall vote against said tax, it shall 
not be levied. 
6. The law shall provide for impos­ 
ing a heavy penalty both of line and 
imprisonment upon any person or 
persons, who shall willfully cut. dam­ 
age, or in any way injure said ditches 
or water flowing therein—provided 
that if any person or persons acciden­ 
tally, or unintentionally injure the 
sanie, lie shall be made to pay for 
all damage caused by ids act. 
7. The law shall distinctly provide 
tliat no person < r persons shall bo per­ 
mitted to waste water that is or may 
be wanted for irrigation, that all ar­ 
tesian wells must be clipped, if neces­ 
sary to prevent the How of more wat ir 
than is required for irrigation, domes­ 
tic purposes, or watering stock, as it is 
believed that any useless flow, may be 


an injury to tin* wells of their neigh­ 
bors, and it is certainly a serious in­ 
jury to the public roads; to enforce 
tills provision tin* law should provide 
a penalty for each infraction of the law 
of sufficient amount to ensure its effi­ 
ciency. 
I wisli to call particular attention to 
article 4th. Any efficient law th at is 
based upon the principle therein en- 
nuneiated, viz., prop/ rtf/ and not per­ 
sonal representative, I feel perfectly 
confident will enable us to do well, and 
promptly, all that we desire to do. No 
man will fear excessive taxation, when 
the property itself imposes the tax. 
A careful reading of the forgoing 
will satisfy any reasonable person that 
there is no disposition to interfere with 
“ vested rights,” but on the contrary 
there is a very strong determination 
to abrogate and do away with “ vested 
wrongs.” My idea is to have a law 
that will enable the property owners of 
each district to form an Involuntary 
Joint Stock Company, and to compel 
every piece of property to pay its 
share of a needed improvement. If a 
m ajority of the property owners vote 
in favor of the tax, it is safe to suppose 
that the improvement is needed, if the 
vote is against it, it is safe to suppose 
that it is not. 
This world must 
move 
on, no 
“ balky mule” can be permitted to 
stop the c ir of Progress; all who op- 
I ore its onward movement, must he 
crushed as relentlessly as are the 
miserable victims of a degraded su­ 
perstition under the wheels of the ear 
of Juggernaut. 
These are my views of wlmt t he law 
should endeavor to effect. 
I put it be­ 
fore the public in order to elicit 
criticism and discussion. 
Some one 
must make the first move, and I make 
it—there is no time to be lost; let every 
man who has an opinion of his own 
put it on paper, and send it in. “ In the 
multitude of counsellors there is wis­ 
dom.” 
We want not only strong and 
efficient law, but we want the very 
best law , that cun be made; we want 
neither State, nor county aid; all we 
want is a law that will enable us to 
act we can do the work ourselves.

THE CURSE OF CALIFORNIA. 


The following from the 
Chicago 
Post, covers the whole ground, and ex­ 
plains our views to a nicety: 
A W ashington dispatch mentions 
the issue from the General Law Office 
of a patent for ail old Mexican grant in 
California, covering six square leagues 
in San Luis Obispo county. 
It is add­ 
ed that there are now only two of 
these Mexican grant claims on the 
(locket at W ashington, but about a 
hundred and fifty of them are still to 
come up, being delayed awaiting sur­ 
veys or other formalities in California. 
Congress could not do a better tiling 
for that State than to take such action 
as may lie necessary to summarialy 
squelch these claims, nine-tenths of 
which are utterly fraudulent, either by 
indemnifying the honest claimants to 
a moderate amount and sending the 
dishonest ones to the penitentiary or 
in any other feasible andfcoustitutioiiat 
fashion. 
And in addition to that, 
there should be legislation, either State 
or national, to compel the cutting up 
of the six or seven hundred great 
ranches, the claims of which have al­ 
ready been confirmed. Land monopo­ 
ly is even a worse curse to California 
than railroad grabs, and she caunot 
hope for anything like substantial 
prosperity anil rapid development un­ 
til the system which puts whole coun­ 
ties into the hands of single grantees, 
and renders it impossible lor the culti­ 
vators of the soil to become its owners, 
is completely abolished. 
Canada, a 
dozen years ago, found herself com­ 
pelled to abolish the seignoral tenure, 
in order to get rid of a sim liar nuis­ 
ance. 
It is a wretchedly poor policy 
which surrenders the soil of a new 
American State to a system which be­ 
longs to a long-past age, and of which 
older communities have had serious 
trouble in relieving themselves. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


W e are informed that the Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction of the 
State, in his next report to the Gover­ 
nor of California, will recommend and 
advocate the adoption of the system 
of compulsory education for the chil­ 
dren of all colors and races. It seems 
that 36 per cent, of the children of for­ 
eign parents, specially those of Cath­ 
olics and Pagans, ever attend the 
schools, and the security and well 
being of society demand a different 
system. 
Inasmuch as we are ardent advocates 
of the dissemination of instruction 
amongst 
all 
classes 
of 
society 
equally, under the conviction that 
universal education 
must be the 
result, and that this will bring at no 
remote period the general happiness of 
all hum anity, we cannot hut rejoiceat 
the determination of the Superinten­ 
dent of Public Instruction of the State, 
and we hope that he will carry it out 
as soon as possible. 
No man lias a 
right to be ignorant when his igno­ 
rance may be injurious to his fellow 
beings.—[La Crónica.

No doubt Santa Barbara county would 
be repaid ten fold for any appropria­ 
tion it might see ñt to make in this 
direction; and the Press certainly had 
every right to look to its own interest 
and that of the county. 


LETTER FROM WILMINGTON. 
Wilmington, Nov. 10,1873. 
On Saturday afternoon a Mexican, 
named Montana, dropped dead in the 
street near Mr. Keyes’ store. He.had 
just come out of a gambling saloon, 
where he generally spent his Sundays. 
The cause of his death is supposed to 
have been a ruptured artery. He was 
burled to-day. He leaves a wife and 
six young children, without any visi­ 
ble means of support. 
Captain Smith’s vessel, which was 
seized by the Collector for violating 
the revenue laws, has been released 
and restored to him. 
The amount of shipping to this har­ 
bor is gradually increasing. The large 
ship Constellation has nearly finished 
discharging her cargo of about three 
hundred tons of coal for the railroad 
company. 
The circumstances of the shooting 
affray, which occurred in Wilmington 
a week ago, were somewhat different 
from the statement published in the 
Star. The two Mexicans had been to 
a party, where they became crazed by 
drinking too much bad whisky. When 
they started to go home, Ruiz olfered 
to Bhake hands with Plancho, who ex­ 
tended to him his left hand, while 
with his right hand he pointed a pistol 
within six inches of his face and tired. 
The ball entered the root of the nose, 
and lodged in the back part of the 
neck. Probably the whole truth will 
appear on the examination.

IM P O R T A N T 
D EC IS IO N . 
Following is the opinion rendered 
by Judge Widney, on the case of B. 
Doubourdieu vs. George Butler, City 
Treasurer: 
In this case it appears that the man­ 
agement of the Irrigating Zanjas of 
Los Angeles city, was by act of the 
Legislature, 1870, taken from the 
Mayor and Common Council and 
placed in the hands of a Board of Wa­ 
ter Commissioners—the Board hav­ 
ing power to collect water-rates, to 
constitute a Water Fund, on which 
the Board were authorized to draw 
warrants for repairing, constructing 
and improving the zanjas. 
During the existence of said Board 
it drew warrants to a large amount, 
of which some $8,000 are now unpaid, 
in 1872, the above Act was repealed, 
and the management of the zanjas 
was placed in the hands of the Mayor 
and Common Council. The money 
collected by said Board of Water Com­ 
missioners was all paid out, and the 
still remaining $8,000 unpaid, which 
the Treasurer refuses to pay out of the 
present Water Fund, alleging that the 
present Water Fund is a different 
Fund, and is not liable for the war­ 
rants of the Board of Water Commis­ 
sioners. This action is brought to en­ 
force the payment of said warrants. 
No proof is offered to show' any fraud 
in the drawing of the warrants, or 
that the work for w’hich they were 
drawn was not done, nor that the mo­ 
ney on the warrants is not justly due 
the petitioner for work done. 
The gist of the whole defense, as 
presented, to this Court—and the Court 
can regard nothing else—is this: The 
city seeks to avoid payment of a just 
debt through a legal technicality. It 
is called a just debt, because no proof 
is attempted to the contrary, anil the 
presumption of law is, that the Board 
of Water Commissioners acted regu­ 
larly and honestly. Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure, Sec. 1,987, Sub. 15, 33, 39. 
The points relied on by the defense, 
are that the Water Fund at present is 
different from the Water Fund of the 
said Board, and is not liable for its 
debts; also, that the Legislature had 
no right to interfere with the water- 
rights of the city, said rights being 
claimed uqder tile Mexican [Govern­ 
ment as in fee simple. Whatever may 
have been the old Pueblo rights, it is 
not necessary to discuss—for ivhen the 
city incorporated and acted under the 
incorporating act of the Legislature of 
1850, it voluntarily accepted the du­ 
ties, obligations, etc., resulting from 
that act, and can not now question 
these. As to the other point, the 
Court is of the opinion that the Water 
Fund remains the same, and is liable. 
That obligation to pay said warrants 
is a contract, and no act of the Legis­ 
lature changing the Water Fund, or 
obliterating it, can under the Consti­ 
tution affect the validity of said war­ 
rants. 
Let the mandamus issue as prayed 
for.

F.X4I.ISIVELY TO THE HEIIAI.lt. 


NEW YORK. 
N ew York, Nov, 11.—A Washing­ 
ton correspondent bad an interview 
with Secretary Fish to-day regarding 
the shooting of the passengers of the 
Virginios, nnd the Secretary said that 
it was cold-blooded murder. No one 
of sound judgment pretends to apolo­ 
gize for it, hut the Cubans themselves 
say they have had presumed patriots 
running loose in New' York and Wash­ 
ington who, had they been made of 
sterner metal would have been fight­ 
ing on the island instead of manufac­ 
turing useless and pseudo enthusiasm 
in those cities. No one denies that 
Ryan and his confederates were in 
command of Cubans. If an American 
is willing to enter into the service of 
foreign powers, he does so at his own 
risk and has no right at every turn 
which proves inimical to his own in­ 
terest or life, to ask the intervention 
of our Government, after he lias 
voluntarily left to battle for another 
power. It would have been much more 
creditable to the Cuban authorities to 
have kept their officers at home doing 
service where it was valuable. The 
Secretary further added that he sym­ 
pathized with Cuba, buteould not ren­ 
der them any aid, as it would conflict 
with the law of nations. Further, he 
wanted better metal from Cuba than 
has been sent, before lie could hope to 
hear of them ultimately achieving 
their independence. In the present 
juncture of affairs ho said the State 
departments will use their utmost dili­ 
gence to be advised at the earliest 
practicable moment after we have the 
full facts. This Government cannot 
now act because it has no basis upon 
which to proceed firmly and intelli­ 
gently. It may be a week before the 
the news is presented in an official 
shape. 
The loss of the steamer Ismalia is 
fully credited at the Ship News Ex­ 
change. She had no passengers. She 
W'as last seen on the 2d of October off 
the coast of Nova Scotia. 
The Tammany Hall Committee sat 
this evening again, to investirte the 
late alleged election frauds. Simon 
Stein testified that he heard three 
men, on the evening before the elec­ 
tion, arranging to repeat, and saw one 
of them repeat next day. He chal­ 
lenged them, and the inspector refused 
his vote. A number of w itnesses tes­ 
tified to the inspector tearing up and 
changing the tickets; also that the in­ 
spectors and police had intimidated 
naturalized citizens. Two inspectors 
swore that in one election district 
they counted 125 tickets for Charles 
Riley, and 108 for John Ryan. They 
consequently saw returns altered to 
176 for Reiley. Other evidence was 
taken, bearing very hard on Police 
Commissioner Churlick, and United 
States Commissioner Jolih S. Daven­ 
port.

CHICAGO. 
CHICAGO, N ov. 11.—The Tribune's 
Philadelphia 
correspondent 
tele­ 
graphs: “Col, Thomas A. Scott in­ 
formed me this afternoon that no more 
bills of the Texas Pacific Construction 
Company will be allowed to go to pro­ 
test, and that John Welsh will ar­ 
range an extension with holders. Col. 
Scott says the failure of the Company, 
for virtually it is a failure, is mainly 
attributable to the present scarcity of 
money in Europe and at home, their 
consequent inability to dispose of 
their bonds, and thus meet their obli­ 
gations. He is of the opinion that 
the difficulties will he settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned.’’ 
An answer has been filed by Ex­ 
President Allen, in the case of Aaron 
Freeman, against him and the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. A general 
denial is made to all charges of fraud 
and|malfeasunce in office. It sets forth 
among other things, that during the 
year 1873 the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company owrned a certain amount of 
stock of the Panama Railroad Com­ 
pany but that tlie Company disposed 
of it during the same year. The 
friends of Stockwell say that when lie 
became President of the Company it 
had 27,000 sitares of Panama stock. He 
afterwards said it was desirable to ob­ 
tain more funds, and Stockwell sold 
15.000 shares of stock at 100, leaving 
12.000 shares which were hypotheca­ 
ted or loaned for account of the Com­ 
pany in the transaction of its regular 
business. They allege that these secu­ 
rities w'ere enhanced in value, so 
that the company actuully profited to 
the extent of one million dollars by 
the operations of its president. After 
hypothecation twelve thousand shares 
of stock began to fall, and the securi­ 
ties of the company were pledged to 
secure those witli whom transactions 
had been made. These securities were 
afterward purchased by Stockwell, and 
in payment thereof he gave mortgages 
and notes of the Howe Sewing Ma­ 
chine Company. This left Stockwell 
to pay the company a debt of $1,200,- 
(KM), with interest, for these suits were 
brought to a careful consideration by 
the directors, who agreed to an ad­ 
journment of the claims on Stockwell’s 
payment to the company of $1,200,­ 
000.A feature of the recent election in 
Illinois was, that in twenty-nine coun­ 
ties women were candidates for County 
Superintendent of Schools; in eleven 
counties women were elected. 
Two banks, the Duquesne Savings 
and the East Liberty Bank, suspended 
to-day. 


LOUISIANA. 
N ew Orleans, Nov. 10.—An enthu­ 
siastic Cuban meeting was held to­ 
day, in which the Surveyor of the 
Port participated. Resolutions were 
adopted, condemning the barbarities 
of the Spaniards, and calling on the 
Federal Government to recognize the 
Cubans as belligerents, and to require 
indemnity from Spain for outrages on 
American citizens.

L o n d o n, N ov. 11.—It is reported 
that Burrs & Co., metal merchants, 
have failed.

10.—It is believed that 
the compromise offered by the right 
will be adopted, as all parties are in­ 
clined to pursue a conciliatory course. 
The crisis is believed to be past. Cham- 
bord will be asked to abandon ids 
claim to them in favor of the Orleans 
Prince.

There was a very lively time when 
tiie order was given, just before two 
o’clock, for the riders in 
THE FIRST RACE 
to come forward into the judge’s stand 
for the purpose of being weighed; and 
one of the incidental scones, at this 
juncture, was the appearance of a 
Mexican 
woman 
at the entrance 
to the track in front of the Grand 
¡Stand, somewhat excited and intent 
on betting. She was liberally accom­ 
modated. 
The first race, running, was a single 
dash of a mile—gentlemen’s running 
race, each rider to carry not less tlian 
one hundred and fifty pounds, and each 
horse to be ridden by its owner. There 
were three entries: 
La Mariposa, a bay mare, six years 
old, ridden by B. Jacques. 
Bay Jim , by Ritlemau, dam Messen­ 
ger, bay horse, ridden by 
Durfec. 
Bandera, five years old, bay horse, 
ridden by Francisco Machada. 
The contest was for a purse of $246, 
$160 to the first horse and $80 to the 
second. 
The rider of Mariposa wore 
a beautiful blue silk jacket, black 
velvet English jockey cap corded with 
blue silk, white corduroys and white 
capped riding hoots. This outfit was 
unstintingly admired. 
The rider of 
Bay Jim wore a ldack jacket and 
white cap, and of Bandera a red 
jucket anil light cap. 
The horses got oft' on the first at­ 
tempt, Mariposa having the pole, Ban­ 
dera second, and Bay Jim on the out­ 
side. It was a very spirited race and 
greatly enjoyed. 
As Mariposa led 
from the start, “Oh, w hat a beauty!” 
several exclaimed,on the Grand Stand. 
Soon afterward Bay Jim crawled up 
well on Mariposa, when the latter 
again widened the distance between 
them, and at the same tim e Bandera 
commenced gaining on Bay Jim. 
But when 
the 
quarter liole was 
reached Mariposa was still ahead. 
Bandera 
und 
Bay 
Jim 
were 
abreast of 
eacli other soon after 
{ 
»as8ing the first quarter pole. A t this 
uncture there was great excitement 
among the spectators in front of the 
Grand Stand, and on it, and some 
cheering by those on the Grand Stand. 
It was evident now, that Mariposa 
was going to win the first prize, and 
while there was no less of admiration 


thnn before for Mariposa, the atten­ 
tion of most of the spectators was con­ 
centrated oil Bandera and Bay Jim, 
nnd speculation was freely and boist­ 
erously indulged in as to which would 
come in second. Mariposa was now 
let out, and soon commenced leaving 
her two competitors well behind. And 
finally the race ended by Mariposa 
coming in first, several yards ahead of 
Bandera, and Bandera nearly the same 
distance ahead of Bay Jim . The first 
half mile was made in 53 seconds, and 
the full mile in 1:52. 
At the tim e of the weighing of 
the riders it was found that the 
rider of Mariposa, Mr. Jacques, lacked 
about one pound of t he 
standard 
weight, 150 pounds, and therefore he 
lind to carry a light blanket under his 
saddle. Mr. Durfee, the rider of Bay 
Jim, was found to be just the weight 
required, anil Mr. Machado, the rider 
of Bandera, a little over weight. As 
soon as the race was over, many gen­ 
tlemen pressed forward to shake hands 
with Mr. Jacques, and congratulate 
him on the success of Mariposa. The 
Judges were Hon. F. M. Slaughter, of 
San Bernardino, starter, A. Horen, of 
Santa Barbara, and James McCoy, of 
Sail Diego. 
Messrs. Slaughter and 
Horen officiated in the same capacity 
on the previous day. The time keep­ 
ers were Messrs. T. Ü. Mott and L. J. 
Rose—same as on the first day. 
In the pool selling, on this race, 
there was quite lively work. 
Mari­ 
posa a hot favorite, and Bandera sec­ 
ond, and well up. Rate, $20, on Mari­ 
posa, $15, on Bandera, and $7 to $8, on 
the field.

“Fight!” and there was an almost gen­ 
eral stampede to the roar of the Grand 
Stand, hut it did not prove to be much 
of a sensation for tlioes who so eagerly 
proceeded to witness it, as quickly re­ 
turned to where they had been before. 
THE SECOND RACE 
Was running, free for all three-year 
olds born, bred and raised in the 
county. The full purse was $240— 
$160 to go to the first horse and $80 to 
the second—mile heats, best two in 
three. There were three entries: 
Rose, hay filly, of La Cienega, half 
breed, entered by Antonio J. Rocha. 
Dashaway, Jr., by Dashaway, dam 
Firefly, a sorrel horse, entered by To­ 
mas Sanchez. 
Monte Belle, by Tenbroeck, dam un­ 
known, a grey filly, entered by J. 
Reed. 
Jose Maria rode Rose; C'lias. Smith, 
Monte Belle; and Louis Balendueln, 
Dashaway. 
The weight to lie carried was 87 
pounds, with three pounds additional 
for the stallion Dashaway. None of 
the riders came up to the full weight. 
The proposed rider of Dashaway had 
to be changed because lie fell 18 pounds 
short. The rider of Monte Belle wore 
a red jacket and cap; of Rose, white 
shirt and white cap; and of Dashaway, 
a white shirt with green und red cap. 
Just previous to the commencement of 
the ruce a small dog got on the track 
uninvited and went off' in the same 
manner, after having been chased 
lively by a biped. The race of the 
biped after the ilog was lustily cheered. 
First heat—Rose liud the pole, Dusli- 
away was next, anil Monte Belle on 
the outside. The horses got oft'oil the 
third attem pt, Rose leading at once, 
and Monte Belle behind Dasluiway a 
little. Dashaway and Rose soon got 
abreast of each other; then Rose led 
again. 
Now Dashaway and Monte 
Belle came abreast of each other, and 
continued so for a short time. At the 
first quarter pole they were nearly all 
abreast of each other, Rose leading. 
The first quarter was made in twenty- 
eight seconds. They kept very nearly 
together for several seconds afterward, 
when Rose commenced to flag; and 
Monte Bello commenced ¡it once rap­ 
idly gaining, and in a few seconds 
afterward had the lead. 
The horses were now in t lie follow­ 
ing order—Monte Belle leading, Dash­ 
away second and Rose behind. 
Monte 
Belle still kept making the gap wider 
and wider between herself and Dasha­ 
way. Dashaway was last at the half 
mile. 
The half mile was made by 
Monti’ Belle in 56J seconds. As Rose 
commenced gaining on Dashaway the 
excitement about the Grand Stand be­ 
came intense,amd there were numer­ 
ous exclamations of “ Get off’ the 
track !” The first heat was ended by 
Monte Belle making the full mile in 
1:56$, and distancing Dashaway and 
Rose. 
Dashaway came in second. 
In the pools Monte Belle was the 
favorite over the field, at $30 to $5. 
THE THIRD RACE 
was also running, half mile und re­ 
peat to rule, best two in three, free for 
all horses except Irene. 
The purse 
was $150; $100 to the first horse and 
$50 to the second. 
There were five 
entries: 
Océano, four years old, bay filly, en­ 
tered by Francisco Machado. 
Rebel Chief, bay filly, entered by 
Bain util Hoffher. 
Captain Jack, cream stallion, sired 
by Bir Archie, Jr., dam Lady Lexing­ 
ton, two years old, entered by W. H. 
Hilton. ' 
W hite Stocking, sorrel horse, four 
years old, entered by W. H. Barnes; 
and, 
Careless, bay filly, by Tenbroeck, 
dam unknown, two years old, entered 
by John Reed. 
Rebel Chief was ridden by George 
Howson; weight carried, 112 pounds. 
W hite Stocking, by Jose Spencer, 
weight carried, 107 pounds. Oceana, 
by Vicente Lugo, weight carried, 107 
pounds. 
Captain Jack, by Johnny 
Malone, weight carried, 75 pounds; 
and Careless, by 
Charles 
Smith, 
weight carried, 75 pounds. 
There was a great deal of dispute in 
regard to the ages of Oceana and 
W hite Stocking, but the owners swore 
their ages were under five, and they 
were finally decided to be live years 
old each. 
In the pools, Oceana sold the favor­ 
ite, W hite Stocking was well up, (’apt. 
Jack came next, Careless fourth, and 
Rebel Chief last. 
The rider of Oceana wore a red and 
black cap, and red jacket; of Cuptuin 
Jack, a white shirt and black cap; of 
W hite Stocking, a blue jacket and 
white and blue cup; of Careless, a red 
jacket and red and white cap; and, of 
Rebel Chief, red jacket and white cap. 
A 
few minutes before the com­ 
mencement of the race, a luiggy horse 
got loose on the track anil a mounted 
man was sent to eateii him, which lie 
did easily. 
First H eat—Captain Jack had the 
pole, Careless was on the outside. The 
start was effected about ten minutes 
after four o’clock. 
Captain Jack led 
at once, the others all pretty much 
abreast, except Careless, who was a 
little behind them all. Captain Jack 
still leading, the other horses, except 
Careless, commenced gaining on him 
some. 
W hite Stocking now gained 
on all, and Careless, not so careless us 
before, showing spirit, 
commenced 
boldly striking out for tiie lead with 
some indications of success. A t this 
juncture, W hite Stocking passed Cap­ 
tain Jack, and W hite Stocking now 
having the lead, there was much cheer­ 
ing on the Grand Htaud from ids pur- 


tlzans. 
Tiie heat

Océano second, Careless third, Capfan’i 
Jack fourth, and Rebel Chief lust. 
Time, 53 seconds. 
Another incident now occurred, this 
time in the inclosure inside of the 
track. A hack upset inconsequence 
of a liorse running against it, and the 
occupants were soon afterwards ob­ 
served alighting more hurriedly than 
gracefully through the windows and 
door, on the side that was up. Fortu­ 
nately, none of them were hurt. 
Second hoat-^Tlie start was effected 
without delay, and they all got off 
pretty much neck and neck. Cuptuin 
Jack commenced to lead at once, 
White 
Stocking 
second, 
Oceana 
third, Careless fourth, 
and Rebel 
Chief last. 
Soon afterward, W hite 
Stocking took the lead from Captain 
Jack, and Careless commenced to pick 
up well for it. 
But W hite Stocking 
held his place well, and the heat ter­ 
minated with W hite Stocking first, 
Careless second, Oceana third, Rebel 
Chief fourth, and Captain Jack last. 
Time, 52 seconds. 
in the pools, W hite Stocking sold 
up to $25 after tiie first heat, $15 for 
the field and the remainder even. 
CONCLUSION. 
The attendance was much larger 
yesterday than the day before and the 
betting more spirited. 
The parade of stock took place about 
1 p. m. and was quite interesting. 
Just before 1 l*. M. there was a scrub 
race for a quarter of a mile, and a boy 
climbed the pole on the top of the 
Judge’s stand and adjusted the hal­ 
yards for the large ensign subsequently 
unfurled. 
The scenes on the roail, both going 
out and coming in, were most ani­ 
mated. There were all kinds of scrub- 
racing, from spans of horses attached 
to vehicles somewhat-similar to prairie 
schooners, to saddle horses ridden by 
boys. There were some trivial but no 
serious accidents. 
Between the races, an exhibition of 
trotting to sulky, was given by the 
imported stallion of Mr. Rose, Mr. 
Gregory driving him.

WATER-POWER SEWING MACHINES. 
These are still ft very great attrac­ 
tion, and are exhibited by Henry 
Campbell, who expects to take a pre­ 
mium and diploma on the method by 
which they are run. The running of 
sewing machines by the force of water, 
in the simple and costless m anner it 
is exhibited here, is a California in­ 
vention, that of Mr. Hyde, of Oak­ 
land. 
The first model for running 
them in this manner was mode by 
Mr. Campbell. The force of t lie water, 
simply as it comes through the pipes 
of tiie city, is sufficient to run three 
machines at once, by the m anner in 
which force is gained by the reduction 
in tiie size of the stream that operates 
the machinery. At the same time the 
stitches made by each machine range 
from sixteen to eighteen hundred a 
minute. No housekeeper but should 
examine into this invention, and this 
done it cannot fail of the appreciation 
it so highly merits. 


Entorprise in Phonography. 


Short hand writing was witnessed 
only u few years ago, in legislative 
assemblies and the lecture room. 
It 
extended to the churches afterwards, 
and lately to the race track, to chroni­ 
cle the exciting events of the turf. 
And so it is that this art affords bright 
photographs of all argum ents from 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States to the lowest judicial tribunals, 
from the pulpit and the lecture room 
to the race track and the prize ring. 
It is to lie regretted it lias reached the 
latter, but such is enterprise. The 
same art that has proved so valuable 
in a higher sphere, has been degra­ 
ded to elaborate the account of Billy 
Mulligun getting one and then the 
other of his eyes closed, and the 
bridge of his nose carried awav before 
the list ot another as great a brute as 
himself. The introduction of phonog­ 
raphy on the race track is a different 
tiling. 
It m aterially assists those who 
witness tiie races and arc unable to 
distinguish (lie horses by their names, 
in understanding what they behold, 
and presents to the mental eye, when 
the report appears in print, a truthful 
account of all the phazes of the con­ 
tests. This has led the H e r a l d to 
introduce it in reporting the races on 
the Fair ground, at the present time. 
The public may rely on their accuracy, 
fullness, as weil as thorough concise­ 
ness.

The whole truth in regard to this 
port lias never been fairly given to tin* 
people. 
Having 110 journal of her own 
to present her claim s to the public, she 
has fallen a prey to the envy and 
jealousy of other parts. 
We are sorry 
to record the fact, that the press is t o n 
prone to deal with the disagreeable 
features of all things. 
How differei* 
the life of hum anity would looVi If 
instead of publishing all the sv*l and 
evil things committed by tl*‘ worst 
type of our race, a faithful record ol 
all the noble, honest, ami benevolent 
actions were given. The same is true 
of any city or country. There is much 
that is really desirable and pleasant, 
in and around Wilmington. 
But the 
attention of the public has never been 
directed to it. 
They have a beautiful 
bay for pleasure excursions, they have 
a sea beach of eight nme-', unsur­ 
passed on the Pacific coast; indeed we 
do not know of any superior, for car­ 
riage driving and sea bathing, except 
it be at Galveston, Texas. 
Tin r.’ is a 
small mountain northwest o ’ the city 
that cuts oft* the strong, chilly sea 
winds, and gives them a delightful, 
balmy 
atmosphere, making it one 
of the most agreeable places for a sea­ 
side residence ou this coast. But none 
of these pleasant features are ever 
mentioned by the press, and why? 
Because Santa Barbara, San Buena­ 
ventura, and Han Diego are Jealous.—it 
is tim e to stop this strife. 
W ilm ing­ 
ton is our port, and the natural outlet 
to Los Angeles county and a large 
tcuHury Duck of us, and it is the dutv 
as well as the best interest of thi® eity 
and county; to unitedly 
ill| they 
canto build upan important shipping 
port at that place. 
But we are met with the objection 
tiiat “ It is in the hands of a monopo­ 
ly, and stands between us and our in­ 
terest. 
In the first place Gen. Ban­ 
ning, Ticlienor & Co. have established 
a system of extortion by lightering, 
ana charge three prices for every thing 
that passes that way, and that for 
lumber, merchandise, produce and 
travel, this county p a y s an annual 
tribute to that concern of over $2000,­ 
000.’’ There is too much truth in this. 
But the spirit of anti-monopoly is 
strong enough now for the people to 
assert their right, and force such men 
out of the way. 
• 
The 
Government of the United 
State, recognizing the importance of 
this harbor to Commerce, have began 
and will continue, to 
appropriate 
funds to make it a good and san* har­ 
bor, if we w ill unitedly demand it. 
W e are informed that there is nearly 
$100,000, yet left of the former appro­ 
priation. 
Let that be expended in 
dr edging the channel, and in three 
m onthsthe “Orizaba” and “Mohongo” 
w ill land at the wharf, and meet the 
cars. The fact is, this is our only hope 
fora harbor. 
If we foolishly go to 
work to run the railroad out to Dead 
Man’s Island, or build a road to Slioo- 
fly, we will only have an open road­ 
stead at best. 
At W ilmington we can 
have a safe harbor—a beautiful bay, 
and the most prosperous shipping port 
in Southern California, if our people 
will unitedly demand it. 
We may us 
well say to* the monopolist, “Your 
days are” numbered, dry up your cursed 
monopoly; the people will not stand 
t its any longer. 
If you are disposed 
to act for the good of the people, we 
now give you a chance, but if you un­ 
dertake to keep up this extortion, you 
may look out for trouble.”
